No. SRO KY/G/8/I32.—Whcicas a draft of certain bye¬ 
laws for regulating the collection and recovery of octroi 
(without refund) in the Cantonment of Khas Yol, was 
published, as requiied to sub-scction (1) of section 2S4 of 
tfie Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), with the Canton¬ 
ment Board, Khas Yol, Notice No KY/G/8/132, dated 
llth November, 1980, for inviting objections and sugges¬ 
tions from the inhabitants of the said C antonment within a 
period of thirty days from the date of publication of the 
said notice, 

And whereas no objections or suggestions weic received 
from the public by the Cantonment Board, Khas Yol, before 
the expiry of the said period;

II, Procedure in tespcit oj tt“od i lor Immediate export 
Hintuit Pats) : — (I) (a) When goods liable to octroi 
are intended for immediate export under the piovisions of 
bye-law 10, person importing such goods shall declare them 
as such at the bnrrici of import and shall specify the hairier 
through which thev are to be exported.

14, Procedure at outpost harriers. —-fl) When goods im¬ 
ported, and intended for consumption, use or sale are brought 
to a barrier, the offlcer-in-charge the harrier shall assess the 
octroi payable in respect thereof and unless the period' in- 
chnge of the goods disputes such assessment, shall fill up a 
receipt in duplicate by carbon process in Form 0.4 together 
with the coupon attached thereto and shall demand the 
amount of octroi payable from the person in-charge of the 
goods and on receipt of the amount shall hand over the 
receipt, with coupon attached to person. 

(2) Tf a person in-charge of the goods disputes the assess¬ 
ment made by the offlcer-in-charge of the barrier under the

19. Money lu be dropped ut once Into the Cash Box .— 
All money rccened at a barrier shall at once be dropped by 
the collecting officer receiving it in the barrier cash box of 
which the leys shall be kept by the Octroi Superintendent 
and the officer On-charge of the barrier. 

20. Progressive totals of receipts to be filled up at once .— 

(1) Every collecting officer issuing a receipt or pass under 
any of these bye-laws shall All up the progressive total of 
octroi, if any received, at the foot of the carbon copy of the 
receipt or on the back of the counterfoil of the pass, as the 
case may be, at the time of isuc thereof and the octroi Super¬ 
intendent, Octroi Inspector, or other officers inspecting a 
barrier shall see that the progressive totals are thus filled up 
and not postponed till the end of the day. 

(2) Carbon copies and the counterfoils of passes thus 
checked shall be initialled by the officer making the inspec¬ 
tion, who shall also record, the date of his inspection. 

21. Procedure for closing the transactions of the day .— 
(1) (a) At the close of each day at a time to be fixed by 
the Board the transactions of the day shall be closed, 

(b) The Officer-in-charge of each barrier shall cause the 
progressive total of the money received for the day, taken 
up to the last carbon copy or counterfoil, as the case may be 
be, used in each book of receipts or passes and entered there¬ 
on, and shall also have the receipts of the day classified in 
‘Jinswars’ to be complied in Form 0.8, the classification being 
in accordance with the classification adopted in the prescrib¬ 
ed Schedule of Octroi Tax, 

(c) The items shall be entered one after the other, from 
the carbon copies of the day, tho serial number of the 
receipt or pass being quoted in column 1, of Form 0.8 and 
the details of the goods and the amount of the octroi and 
transit pass fee paid entered in the appropriate columns. 

(d) The cash box, receipt books and ‘Jinswars’ shall then 

be forwarded to the Head Octroi Office, together with the 
foils of the passes presented under clause (2) of bye-law 11 
and bye-law 15. • 

(2) (a) To prevent delay and to ensure that all moneys 
as received by th'o collecting officers are immediately placed 
under lock and key, the Board shall provide a double set of 
books and two cash boxes at each barrier so that while one 
set is at the Head Octroi Office the other shall be available 
for use at tho barrier. 

(b) The ‘Jinswar’ shall be on loose Form. 

22. Opening of cash boxes. —The cash boxes shall be 
opened and the money contained therein counted by the 
Octroi Superintendent or by an Octroi Moharrir by the pre¬ 
sence of the Octroi Superintendent and in the unavoidable 
absence of the Octroi Superintendent this responsibility may 
be entrusted by the Board to a Senior official of the octroi 
staff. 

23. Procedure after tire contents of cash boxes have coun¬ 
ted.

(b) If the total for the day agrees with the total endorsed 
on the carbon copy and ‘Jinswars’ under clause (1), the last 
carbon copy on which the total for the day has been entered 
shall be signed bv the Octroi Superintendent or in his absence 
by the Senior official of the octroi staff referred to in bye¬ 
law 22 in whose presence the cash box has been opened. 

f3) The coupons found in the cash boxes from the harriers 
shall be examined ns a check on the work of the Octroi Ins¬ 
pectors and then kept until the next audit of tho accounts. 


(4) The foils of passes (Foim 0.2) received under clause
